pCT&onal care compositions. See column 16, line 64 to column 17, line 5, Therefore. Powell el al. 
teach away from Applicants* claimed invention by teaching only non-aqueoxis compositions. 

Furthermore, Powell et al. only teach Ac preparation of a penonal care condition 
comprising subtilisin SP 544, white Biyan cc aJ. specifically leach fiublflisin deletion and 
modification. One skilled in the art would not be motivated to combine a reference teaching specific 
delcUons and modifications of specific regions of difEcrcnt subtilisins with the Powell ct al. general 
description of a personal care composition compminfi subtilisin SP 544. Bryan et al. specifically 
teach altering amino acids in subtilisin BPN* to increase stability with metal chelators. Powell et ai. 
teach that subtitisins can be used In personal care compositions, and there would be no motivation to 
combine that broad and general teaching with a reference teaching inhibition of proteolysis In an 
industrial en vironment. 

Therefore. Applicants contend that a prima Jitcie case of obviousness has not been 
established, and the claimed invention is not obvious In view of the cited references. 



Applicants have maxle an earnest effon to place their application in proper form and to 
disonguish die invention as now claimed from the applied references. WHEREFORE, Applicants 
respectfttlly request reconsideration of this ;^>plication, entry of the amendments presented herein and 
allowance of Claims 1, 2, lU 14-16, 18, 20. 22, 24, 26, 27. and 29-34.
